Responsive to the Office Action dated December 9, 2003, 
applicant would like to make the following 

REMARKS 

Longini discloses a system for calculating energy use by 
measuring flow volume with a flow meter. 

Proffitt discloses a method for determining the composition 
and flow rate of a mul ti component , multiphase fluid containing gas. 

Proffitt uses temperature sensors on either side of a test 
apparatus, pressure sensors on either side of the test apparatus 
and flow metfirs on fiithfir cHd^ of th<=> t-.ggt: apparatus . 

The examiner also takes official notice of the well known 
thermodynamic principle that flow is directly related to the square 
root of pressure change. 

The invention claimed in Claim 1 does not use a flow meter as 
does Longini and Proffitt to determine flow.
